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PASS JOINT SERVICE 
PAY ACT AMENDMENT 


Members of Military Affairs 
Secure Passage of Only 
Three Bills 


HULL BILL NOT REACHED 


[The conferees on the Army Appropria- 
tions bill held their first meeting on May 
22. Chairman Wadsworth urged early 
action and was insistant upon the in- 
creases placed in the bill by the Senate- 
House conferees. Representative An- 
thony, Dickinson and Johnson of Ken- 
tucky indicated a desire to resist any in- 
creases over the House bill. ] 


LTIIOUGH the House Committee on 

Military Affairs was given the right 
of way for the entire session of May 21, 
it only succeeded in securing the passage 
of the bill (H.R. 4820) amending the 
Joint Service Pay act, a land bill (H.R. 
9124) providing for the sale of property, 
and a bill authorizing the detail of Maj. 
Wallace W. Kirby as Director of the Bu- 
reau of Printing and Engraving. The 
Hull bill for the equalization of the re- 
tired pay of officers and enlisted men of 
the Service was on the calendar, but was 
not reached before the time for adjourn- 
ment. 

Much to the surprise of the members of 
the Military Committee, the bill for the 
amendment of the Pay act to correct cer- 
tain decisions of the Comptroller General 
went through without any serious opposi- 
tion. Col. Wainwright succeeded in se- 
curing an amendment to the bill which 
would correct one of the most disastrous 
decisions of the Comptroller relative to 
retired pay. It provides: 

‘That the pay saved to an officer by 
Sec. 16 of this act or by the act of Sept. 
14, 1922, shall be construed as the pay 
provided in this act for the purpose of 
computing retired pay.” 

This, it is believed, will cover the cases 
Where the active pay of officers was saved 
from reduction by what is known as the 
saving clause, not only in the Pay act, 
but in the act reducing the number of offi- 


cers in the Regular Army. The Comp- 
troller General has decided that when an 
officer retires the saving clauses do not 
apply. 


When the bill authorizing the appoint- 
ment of Maj. Kirby as Director of the 
3ureau of Printing and Engraving at 
Washington was reached the House lashed 


itself into a frenzy. Long and labored 
Speecies were made discussing the prin- 
ciple of assigning officers to duty in the 


civil establishment. By the discussion one 
might imagine that Congress was about 
to vote on an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion changing the form of government of 
the country. 

The term militarism was used frequent- 
lyr and when the opponents of the bill were 
defeated they conducted a young filibus- 
ter which consumed about an hour and a 
half of the time of the House. 


_ while this was going on Acting 
Cha rman McKenzie and Chairman Hull 
Were anxiously looking for an opportunity 


to call up the bill for the equalization of 
retired pay, but it did not arrive. The 
House did find time, however, to pass the 
bill (H.R. 9124) authorizing the sale of 
real property no longer required for mili- 
tary purposes. To this bill were attached 
4 number of loeal land bills intended for 
tome consumption. 

The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs will take up the bill amending the 
Pay act late this week or early next.

NEW REGULATIONS FOR C.A.C. NON-COMS. 


EGULATIONS relative to appointment, promotion and duties performed 
by the non-commissioned staff officers of the Coast Artillery Corps, U.S.A., 

in accordance with the provisions of Army Regulations 615-5, were this week 
published by the War Department and distribution of them is now being made 
The regulations are divided into four sections as follows: Sec- 
Grades and classes; Section II, Qualifications for appointment,; - Sec- 
tion III, Scope and conduct of examinations for appointment; and Section IV, 
Duties of the non-commissioned staff officers of the various classes. 
regulations, which are dated May 17, a number of Army Regulations and Com- 
pilations of orders have been eliminated. 


The grades and ciasses, as given in Section 1 are as follows: Grades— 
The allotment of master sergeants, technical sergeants and staff sergeants, 
Coast Artillery Corps, whose appointments are vested in the Chief of Coast 
Artillery, are: Master sergeants, 81; ‘technical sergeants, 82; staff ser- 
geants, 210. 

Classes—This allotment ‘is apportioned to classes as follows: Sergeants 


major, master, technical and staff sergeants (clerical), 77; electricians, master, 
technical and staff sergeants (electrical), 225; master gunners, master. techni- 
cal and staff sergeants (artillery), 31; radio sergeants, master, technical and

BUTLER OPENS BATTLE FOR BILL 
TO ABOLISH NAVY DEFICIENCIES 





ECRETARY OF THE NAVY WIL- 

BUR’S reply to the Britten reselution 
of inquiry for certain facts concerning 
the status of the Naval Establishment was 
made public on May 22. He said: 

“Comparison of the present fighting 
strength in ships of Great Britain, Amer- 
wa and Japan would appear to be 5-4-3, 
but this ratio does not consider strateqgi- 
cally located naval bases nor the relative 
strength of various merchant marines. 

“In theory and science of aviation 
America is equal ta Great Britain and 
France, but is behind Great Britain in 
plane carriers. 

“On March 31, 1924. the amount of 
fuel oils in storage would supply the fleet 
for three and one-tenth months, while the 
fuel oil an storage is less than ten per 
cent. of the war requirements for one year. 

“Thirteen of our eighteen first line 
ships are neither modern nor of the high- 
est efficiency. 

“Additional radio equipment is neses- 
sary as replacements for absolete equip- 
ment and communication requirements. 

“Great Britain is building two battle- 
ships, we are building none. 

“American ships are not deficient in anti- 
aircraft batteries and machine guns, but 
improvement is necessary. 

“The Navu estimates have each year 
heen larger than the funds allowed by the 
budget. Therefore the Congressional ap- 
propriations are not in accord with the 
Navy Department’s recommendations, but 
Congress had made even important re- 
ductions to the budget recommendations 
in 1924. 

“The only three fleet submarines in the 
Nary finished .in 1920-21 have failed to 
give the performance expected and are now 
out of commission. 

The entire submarine situation is 
plorable. 

“In the Eastern Pacific America is in 
first place in the matter of naval bases, 
and in the Western Pacific America is in 
third place. 

“The most imnortant naval base re- 
quirement is at Pearl Harbor, Havaii. 

“Bighty-sir thousand men now author- 
ized by law will not keep in commission 
the desired number of vessels. Ships in 
commission are undermanned.” ] 


AFTER a very heated debate on the 
Naval Conference Report in the House 


de- 


May 20, in which the relative strength 
of the Navy under the Arms Treaty was 
involved, Chairman Butler of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs came forward 


with the frank acknowledgment that the 
United States Navy is not being main- 


tained at the treaty strength. Mr. Butler 
announced in his connection that on May 
28 a bill would be submitted to the House 
authorizing the appropriation of $150,000,- 
000, which he believed would correct the 
deficiencies in the Navy. This evidently 
is the answer which the House intends to 
make to the Coontz report. 

In replying to a question asked by Rep- 
resentative Tom Connally (Dem.) of 
Texas, Representative Burton L. French 
(Rep.) of Idaho said that Congress has 
appropriated money adequate to main- 
tain the Navy in the ratio which was as- 
signed to it by the Limitation of Arma- 
ments Conference. 


MR. SHEARER CRITICIZED 


“The Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
a few days ago issued a statement in re- 
sponse to a general criticism by William 


B. Shearer, wherein Mr. Shearer had 
stated that the ratio had been reduced 


from 5-5-3, with the United States one of 
the major factors, to 5-3-1, with the 
United States the 1. The statement of 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy char- 
acterizes the estimates of Mr. Shearer as 
a gross exaggeration.” 

“Who is this Mr. Shearer?’ Represen- 
tative Longworth asked. 

“Well, Mr. Shearer is a man who is rep- 
resented as an engineering expert and in- 
ventor and torpedo expert.” 

“On what authority does he speak ” 
Representative Longworth again asked. 

“He speaks, as I understand, with no 
authority than his own judgment” Mr. 
French said. 

“He admits he is an expert and he is 
the only person who does,” returned Mr. 
Longworth. 

Mr. French ventured the opinion that 
Mr. Shearer speaks “for those who are 
engaged at this time in propaganda to in- 
flate the size of the Navy.” Mr. French 
continued further: 

“IT want to say further with regard to 
Mr. Shearer: His statement that the 
United States occupies the ration of 1 to 5

NON-COMS INCREASED 
BY JOINT COMMITTEE 


Conferees Agree on Their 
Amendments to the 
Defense Act 


EX-OFFICERS’ RETIRED PAY 


AS’ agreed to in the joint Senate and 
House Conference Committee, all of 
the important provisions relating to the 
Manchu law in the bill (S. 2169) amend- 
ing the National Defense act was strick- 
en out. All that were retained were the 
exemptions for the Medical Corps, Ord- 
nance Department, Chemical Warfare 
Service. and a few of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department. The percentages 
of the House bill for non-commission 
officers were accepted. 

As it was adopted, the amendment af- 
fecting the Manchu law provides: 

“When in his judgment efficiency de- 
mands such action, the President is au- 
thorized to except officers of the Medical 
Corps. Ordnance Department and Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service from the provisions 
of this section requiring duty with troops 
of one or more combatant arms, and the 
President is further authorized to except 
from the provisions of this section such 
officers of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department as are now engaged in patent 
litigation in which the Government is in- 
volved.” 

The amendment adonted in the House 
relative to the chiefs of branches, request- 
ed by Gen. Pershing, was stricken out, 
and also the provision proposed by Repre- 
sentative Begg providing that no_ officers 
shall remain on duty in the War Depart- 
ment more than five years out of seven.

The percentages for non-commissioned 
officers as the bill was agreed to provide 
0.79 per centum for the first grade, 2.1 
for the second grade, 2.99 per centaum for 
the third grade, 10.11 per centum for the 
fourth grade. 9.5 per centum for the fifth 
grade, and 25 per centum for the sixth 


grade. 
RESERVE OFFICERS’ 


Sec. 88 relative to commissions of Re- 
serve officers as agreed to provides: 

“All persons appointed Reserve officers 
shall be commissioned in the Army of the 
United States. Officers of the National 
Guard, federally recognized as such under 
the provisions of this act, who are, ap- 
pointed Reserve officers under the provi- 
sions of Sec. 37 of the act, shall be ap- 
pointed for the period during which such 
recognition shall continue in effect an 
terminate at the expiration thereof in lieu 
of the five-year period hereinbefore pre- 
scribed. and in time of peace shall be gov- 
erned by such special regulations appro- 
priate for this class of Reserve officers as 
the Secretary of War may prescribe. 

Among the other provisions that were 
retained in the bill were those providing 
for original three-year enlistments in the 
National Guard and subsequent one or 
three vear enlistments. . 

It also provides for funds for the equip- 
ment and forage of National Guard or- 
ganizations’ animals and compensation for 
their caretakers. The latter are limited 
to five for each organization except in the 
case of heavier-than-air squadrons, for 
which ten are authorized. 

Ancient privileges are gvaranteed the 
First Corps Cadets of Massachusetts, 
which has been in existence since 1792.

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DEFENSE PLEA IS MADE 
BY GENERAL PERSHING 


Chief of Staff Gives a Stirring 
Address to the Reserve 
Officers 


OTHER SPEAKERS HEARD 


LEADING for national defense and 

outlining the proposed practice mobili- 
zation to be held on Sept. 12, Gen. John 
J. Pershing, Chief of Staff, made the prin- 
cipal address at the annual dinner of the 
Manhattan Chapter, Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation, on May 17. The dinner was 
held at the Hotel Astor, New York city. 
Gen. Pershing said in part: 

Notwithstanding that we have had a 
every twenty years since our national existence, 
we have never made the slightest pre-war prepa- 
ration, and yet the claim is made that training 
and other provision for defense breeds war.

Nothing could be more absurd as 
our people. 4 ; 
Men trained for military service have never 


None of our citizen soldiers 
who have had the experience ever want it re- 
peated Military training in America does not 
produce militarism. As I understand the term, 
militarism presupposes desire for war, for ag- 
gression, under the control of a caste. Neither 
caste nor militarism exists or can exist in free 
America. When wars come objections to train- 
ing and preparation vanish like the mists of 
the valley before the morning sun. 

How any sane person to-day, in the light 
of these facts, can stand up and oppose any 
sort of preliminary preparation or training is 
truly beyond my comprehension. 

The plan proposed is democratic, and its in- 
spiration is service. It is not compulsory, but 
voluntary. It aims to build up a reasonable 
measure of preparation against an evil day. Its 
approval comes from loyal citizens who recog- 
nize its necessity. Its support comes from those 
who stood helpless and unready, but valiant, in 
the face of a world calamity. 

From the purely peace-time point of 
there are also momentous advantages. Wher- 
ever you find our young men, whether in the 
ranks, in schools where military instruction is 
given, or in summer camps, they receive essen- 
tially important benefits. Such training teaches

NAVY OFFICER FLAYS PACIFISM IN 
MISSISSIPPI PRESS SPEECH 


DDRESSING the Mississippi Press 
Association at Meridian on May 21, 


Lt. Comdr. George EF. Brandt. U.S.N., 
aid to the Hydrographer, made a stirring 
plea for national defense and fiercely criti- 
cized the recent pacifist agitation in the 
country. 

After outlining the work of the Hydro- 
graphic Officer, Comdr. Brandt declared: 

Money is pouring into this country for the 
avowed purpose of undermining our Govern- 
ment. Inflammatory literature, insidious propa- 
ganda and disloyal speech are circulated every- 
where. The ignorant, the weak and the dis- 
gtuntled among out? people are being misled 
into the belief that they are the innocent victims 
of a corrupt and oppressing government. and 
they are worked up to such a frenzy of protest 
that they are moved to commit terrible acts of 
violence. 

This destructive propaganda has not by any 
means confined itself to the ignorant and the 


incompetent. We had the spectacle only this 
month of a number of prominent women meet- 
ing in convention in Washington, the capital 
of the Nation, urging the recognition of Soviet 
Russia, the release of so-called “political pris- 
oners,”’ the abolishing of the Army and Navy, 
and calling upon our citizens to discard patrio- 
tism, to do away with the flag, and to take the 
slacker’s oath. This was the International Con- 
vention of the Women’s International League 
for Peace and Freedom. Many of these women 
are well meaning but misguided. They are 
very sincere but hopelessly deluded. 

The chief fight through Congress will be made 
on appropriations. Members of Congress will 
be urged to vote against any and all appropria- 
tions for military purposes of any sort. 

We have to protect our country from enemies 
abroad, and we have, even more strongly, to 
protect ourselves from enemies within our own 
borders. 

I am not coming before you as an advocate 
of war. I hate war just as much as any of 
The men of the Army and Navy are the

last to desire war. But I do say, and every 
patriotic, loyal American will agree with me, 


that every dollar of American money and every 
drop of American blood must be dedicated to 
the security of our Government and the defense 
of our liberties.

N.G.-C.M.T.C. EMPLOYEES 


HE Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, in

regular monthly wage or earnings. You 
are authorized to continue the practice in 
effect for the present year. You may be 
governed accordingly.”

Calif., on May 27 for temporary duty on 
the Selection Boare. Adm. Robison will 
proceed direct to Philadelphia to spend a 
few days with relatives before going to 
Washington, D.C., on June 2 for tempo- 
rary duty. Immediately following the ad- 
journment of the Selection Board Adm. 
Robison will return to San Pedro to re- 
join the Battle Fleet before it proceeds 
north. 


O’N May 15 Rear Adm. George R. Mar- 

vel reported on the U.S.S. Procyon 
at San Pedro as the relief of Rear Adm. 
J. V. Chase as commander of the U.S. 
Fleet Base Force. On May 16 Rear Adm. 
Marvel called officially on Adm. Robison 
and other flag officers of the Battle Fleet. 


HE battleships of the Battle Fleet are 

scheduled to commence firing long 
range battle practice May 16. Battleship 
Division 4 was scheduled to fire May 16: 
Sattleship Division’ 3 on May 20, and 
Battleship Division 5 on May 21. 

Due to poor visibility, Battleship Divi- 
sion 4 was unable to fire until May 17. 
Foreed practice for the Battle Fleet will 
be held on June 11, providing visibility 
permits. 


HE signal competition for battleships 

of the Battle Fleet began on May 12. 
The U.S.S. Tennessee won the champion- 
ship of the 5th Division and Mississippi 
of the 4th Division. The championship of 
the 3d Division will not be decided until 
the arrival of the Oklahoma. This com- 
petition is held annually for the trophy 
presented by the Commander-in-Chief, 
Battle Fleet.

University of California reported at 
San Pedro for a fifteen-day cruise with 
the Battle Fleet. Of the students report-

The Navy Department each year has 
given permission for a limited number of 
students to cruise with the fleet. Prof. 
Langille of thd engineering department 
of the University of California. who is also 
an officer in the Naval eserve Force, has 
been very active in arranging for the trips 
of these students. 





HE U.S.S. Pennsylvania, flagship of 

Division 3, has been awarded the cup 
presented by the American Defense So- 
ciety to the battleship making the high- 
est score in short range battle practice.

and the same is true of destroyers.” 

Representative French gave Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt as his authority for 
the statement that on the whole the battle- 
ships of the United States are superior to 
those of Great Britain. Mr. French said 
that some of the naval guns in the Brit- 
ish establishment had a longer range than 
those mounted on American ships, but 
that this defect would soon be remedied. 

The House and Senate conferees agreed 
on an appropriation of $8,450,000, which 
is to be expended toward the construction 
of one fleet submarine, mine laying type, 
authorized under the program of 1916. 
This provision also provides that the See- 
retary of the Navy shall have prepared 
plans and estimates of the cost of scout- 
ing submarine and a submarine capable 
of accompanying the fieet, to have the 
highest practicable speed and the great- 
est radius of action. A report on this is 
to be submitted to Congress at the first 
day of the next session. 

As a matter of fact, the bill as finally 
agreed to carries a larger appropriation 
than when it came from the Senate con- 
mittee. It was necessary to send it back 
to both houses in order to make the in- 
creases secured in the conference commit: 
tee legal. The conferees agreed on an ap- 
propriation of $2.550,000 under “Pay, 
Miscellaneous.” The House receded to 
the Senate on the appropriation for the 
naval training stations, the amount being 
for Newport $250,000 and Hampton Roads 
$260,000. The House won in the appro- 
priation for the Naval Reserve Force with 
an amendment which makes an allotment 
of $3,409.826 for aviation material. equip 
ment. fuel and metal hangars. $320,174, 
in all $3,900,000.

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SPECIAL WASHINGTON SERVICE NEWS LETTER 
by E. B. JOHNS 
Washington Correspondent of the Army and Navy Journal 


ATT== much discussion and a number 
of hearings all of the proposed legis- 
lation amending the Manchu law was de- 
feated in the joint Senate and House Com- 
mittee on the bill (S. 2169), as stated in 
another column. The only thing that 
escaped the pruning knife of the conferees 
was conditional exemption for the Medi- 
eal Corps, Ordnance Department, Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service an certain officers of 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department. 

The General Staff made an extended 
study of the law and sent to Congress 
some constructive recommendations. They 
did not repeal the law, but simply modi- 
fied it, and gave the President and the 
Secretary of War discretion which in a 
great many instances would have assisted 
in the efficient administration of the War 
Department and the Army. 


BEGG AMENDMENT KILLED 


Congress also took a part in the discus- 
sion and proposed some amendments which 
were also rejected by the conferees. It 
develops that the Begg amendment, which 
was also reported out of the Senate, pro- 
viding that limiting the time of service of 
any officer at Washington to five years out 
of seven. was directed at Maj. Gen. Rob- 
ert C. Davis, The Adjutant General, and 
a number of other high officers on duty at 
Washington. This amendment was not 
recommended by anyone in the War De- 
partment, but originated at the Capitol. 
It is doubtful whether Mr. Begg himself 
knew the effects of it, as it is understood 
that it was placed in his hands by a cer- 


tain member of Congress who does not 
count the Adjutant General among _ his 
friends. The amendment looked good to 


most if the members of Congress who are 
in favor of a change in officers on duty not 
only in the War but in the Navy Depart- 
ment, and had passed the House without 
even a protest. It was in the Conference 
Committee that the effect of the amend- 
ment was discovered and as a consequence 
it went out with the other amendments. 

If it should be tested in court it is doub- 
ful whether the Manchu law would be held 
to be constitutional. There is not much 
doubt but that the Manchu law interferes 
and is an interference on the part of the 
legislative branch of the government with 
the duties of the President as commander- 
in-chief of the Army and Navy. In war 
time the Manchu law is suspended. as it 
would be impossible to conduct a war 
with it. 


REASONS FOR MANCHU LAW 


What keeps the Manchu law on the 
Statute books is the demand of the Army 
at large for changes from time to time in 
the personnel of the officers on duty in 
the Department. Even before the law was 
enacted by Congress a policy had been 
adopted by the War Department requir- 
Ing officers to serve a certain period with 
troops. This was applied to the combat 
arms. But the Secretary of War was con- 
stantly yielding to pressure from Congress 
and the Manchu policy was not being car- 
tied out in its entirety. These exceptions 
created dissatisfaction in the Army and 
the only solution appeared to be through 
the enactment of the policy into law. It 
is true that the act was not passed with a 
view of increasing the efficiency of the 
Army, but in order to remove from Wash- 
ington a group of officers who had been 
very active in securing legislation for the 
Army. It was the purpose of Congress in 
Passing the law to punish this group for 
what they had done for the Army at large. 

At the same time the effect of the act 
was to create contentment in the Service. 
No Secretary who is anxious to maintain a 
contented Army, which is one of the most 
Important elements of efficiency. would not 
now wantonly ignore the policy of the 
Manchu law even if it were not on the 
Statute books, 





NAVAL APPROPRIATION CONFERENCE 


HE debate in the House on the Naval 
Appropriation conferees report indi- 
cated that the publication of Adm. Coontz’s 
report came just in time to bring Con- 
8ress to its senses. It is true that the 
members directed their tire at an article 
written bv Mr. Shearer for the New York 
imes and a number of other publications. 
They selected Mr. Shearer for a target be- 
cause of the fact that he may have over- 
Tawn the picture of the deficiencies of 
the Navy in certain respects. They avoid- 
ed any reference to Adm. Coontz’s Teport, 
as they were fully aware that he was for- 
tified with facts. Moreover. a great deal 
that he said had been previously incor- 


porated in the report of the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

But despite the fact that Congress 
growled, Chairman Butler of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs announced 
during the debate that he would submit to 
the House on May 28 a bill (H.R. 8687) 
which would correct the deficiencies in 
the Navy. Mr. Butler admitted that the 
Navy was not now at the treaty ratio 
strength and said that his bill would au- 
thorize the appropriation of $150,000,000 
for the purpose of bringing it up to the 
required strength. 


DEFICIENCIES TO BE CORRECTED 


This represents quite a concession from 

the House which up to this time has been 
indifferent upon the strength of the Navy. 
As has been mentioned previously in these 
columns early in the session, as a mere de- 
tail the House repealed the appropriation 
of $11,000,000 for the elevation of the guns 
of the older battleships. This act did not 
even create a ripple of excitement in Con- 
gress or in the country. It was the result 
of a hair-splitting argument as to just 
when the guns of the British battleships 
were elevated. There was nothing then to 
indicate that the House was interested in 
the strength of the Navy, and the action 
of the leaders in giving the Naval Affairs 
Sommittee a day in which to report out 
the modernization and building program 
was to meet and ward off the force of the 
blow which Adm. Coontz delivered in his 
report on the condition of the fleet. 

The leaders of the House knew that the 
only way to answer Adm. Coontz’s argu- 
ment was by a promise to take steps by 
which these deficiencies could be corrected: 
Chairman Butler was detailed to make this 
promise to the House, and he did it by an- 
nouncing that the modernization and con- 
struction bills would come up on that day. 
This is through a special rule which has 
been agreed to by the House Committee 
on Rules, and has the support of the Re- 
publican organization. 

Under the rule only the building pro- 
gram is mentioned, but an effort will be 
made to bring up at least the Naval Om- 
nibus bill (H.R. 2688). This is the bill 
that passed the House last session, but 
failed in the Senate. As the bill has al- 
ready passed the House, it is thought that 
there will not be much opposition to it on 
the floor of the House. If it should be 
passed by the House there is an under- 
standing that the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs will promptly report out the 
Naval Omnibus bill which was sent to the 
Congress by the Department this session. 
If it could be passed by the Senate it is 
believed that the details of the bill can 
be worked out in the Joint Conference 
Committee. At this late day in the ses- 
sion it is feared that no other naval legis- 
lation can be passed. 


PROMOTION EQUALIZATION BILL 


A new Promotion Equalization bill (H. 
R. 9315) has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Andrew, which, it is hoped, will 
provide a basis upon which the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs can reach an 
agreement. This is the old bill (H.R. 
4444) with the amendments that were sug- 
gested by Representative Vinson and were 
printed in the last issue of the ARMY AND 
NAvy JourNAL. It is of twenty-one sec- 
tions and is rearranged to correspond to 
the suggestions of Senator Pepper. who is 
chairman of the sub-committee of the Sen- 
ate committee in charge of the equaliza- 
tion legislation. However, a favorable re- 
port from the House committee on the 
Andrew bill would be regarded as excellent 
progress for this session and would as- 
sure the passage of the bill at the next 
session. 





SPECIAL RESERVE COMMITTEE 


OF special interest at this time is the 

Special Reserve Committee represent- 
ing all of the Corps Areas which has re- 
ported for duty with G-3 of the War De- 
partment General Staff for thirty days’ 
study of what might be termed the opera- 
tion of the third component of the Army 
of the United States. The committee con- 
sists of Lt. Col. Howard C. Dickinson, 
chairman; Col. T. P. Luquer, 2d Corps 
Area; Col. G. L. Taylor, Ist Corps Area; 
Col. E. F. Riggs, 3d Corps Area; Lt. Col. 
H. F. Ward, 5th Corps Area; Lt. Col. T. 


J. Moroney, 8th Corps Area; Maj. J. E. 
Marshall, 7th Corps Area; Maj. L. B. 
Bailey, 9th Corps Area; Maj. S. L. Gor- 
don, 4th Corps Area, and Maj. J. T. Mont. 
gomery, 6th Corps Area, and Maj. John 
M. Greely, G.S., executive officer. 

_ A comprehensive program has been out- 
lined by the War Department for the ac- 
tivities of this Special Reserve Committee. 
It includes: 

1. A general survey of the War De- 
partment and the inter-relation of its vari- 
ous activities, including the duties and 
functions of the War Department Gen- 


eral Staff, the chiefs of branches, and 
services, -and the Adjutant General’s 
Office. 


2. Studies, conferences and discussions 
of the present and contemplated training 
plans and policies with particular refer- 
ence— 

a. Unit organization and training; the 
obligations of Reserve officers and their 
duties and responsibilities as unit com- 
manders. 

b. Plans and policies with respect to 
procurement, assignment and training of 
enlisted reserves. 

ec. Inactive duty training; means and 
methods of conducting instruction; time 
and facilities available; correspondence 
course; recommendations and suggestions 
for expansion and improvement. 

Active duty training; division 
camps; local unit camps; assignment of 
Reserve units to corresponding units of 
the Regular Army; unit training at C. 
M.T. camps; consideration of problems 
of the closer combination of Reserve and 
C.M.T.C. training, including recruitment 
and affiliation with local units. 

e. Continuity of training throughout 
the calendar year, and a program of pro- 
gressive training covering a cycle of three 
years for Reserve organizations. 

Study and instruction of the War 
Department plan for a general mobiliza- 
tion: the role of Organized Reserves; its 
wartime organization and mission, local- 
ized mobilization; preparation for per- 
formance of M-day duties; unit . mobili- 
zation. 

4. Study and discussion of the pro- 
posed plan and policies for the test mobili- 
zation and national defense by Reserve 
organizations and individual Reserve offi- 
cers; preliminary organization plan, and 
publicity to insure community support 
and proper interest; plans for the observ- 
ance of the day, both military and civil, 
including assembly of units, inspection of 
the day, both military and civil, including 
assemblies of units, inspection and re- 
port; parades, ceremonies, speeches and 
other appropriate activities. 

5. Study and discussion of other prob- 
lems pertaining to the development of the 
Organized Reserves presented for consid- 
eration by other divisions of the General 
Staff, including a study of S.R. 48, 47 and 
48. now undergoing revision. 

It is apparent that the special commit- 
tee will have thirty very busy days at 
Washington in covering this program. It 
is unfortunate that a larger number of 
Reserve officers could not be called to 
duty at Washington now just on the eve 
of the opening of the training period and 
in the preparation for the mobilization. 


CAPT. LEIGH’S RELIEF 


CAPT. RICHARD H. LEIGH, U.S.N., 
\ Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation, will shortly be relieved from duty 
at Washington and ordered to the Naval 
War College. In all probability Capt. 


Blakeley will succeed 
Capt. Leigh as Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation. It is known that 
he has been offered the place, although he 
has not indicated that he will accept. 
Capt. Leigh has made a splendid record 
in.the Navy Department. 


ARMY VS. NAVY 

HIE question of the relative rank be- 

tween Maj. Gen, Charles P. Summer- 
all and Rear Adm. John D. MacDonald 
is again before the War Department and 
Navy Department. Its consideration at 
this time grows out of the approaching 
visit of the British fleet and Governor 
Wallace R. Farrington of Hawaii is very 
much concerned as to how he shall ar- 
range his program in order of precedence 
between the commanders of the land and 
sea forces. 

It appears that the contention is made 
by the military authorities that while 
Adm. MacDonald had been in the upper 
half of rear admirals longer than Gen. 
Summerall in the grade of major general, 
his admiral’s appointment wag originally 
only temporary. It is also & question as 
to whether officers of the same relative 
rank in the Army do not outrank those of 
the Navy. The matter is before the At- 
torney General as well as the military 
and naval authorities. 

Fortunately, the Comptroller General 
is not involved in this discussion.

WALTER REED HOSPITAL 


DURING the discussion of a bill, which 

proposed to extend 14th street. Wash- 
ington, through the Walter Reed Hospital 
grounds, Acting Chairman McKenzie made 
some very interesting observations as to 
the conduct of Army officers before Con- 
gressional committees. In a very artful 
manner, Mr. McKenzie declared that offi- 
cers do not express their personal opin- 
ions when they are before a_committee, 
but outline the policy of the Department. 
It was largely through Mr. McKenzie’s 
efforts that the bill for cutting a street 
through the hospital grounds was de- 
feated. 

“Now gentlemen,” declared Mr. McKen- 
zie, during the heat of the debate, “there 
were some statements made here this 
morning that the Secretary of War and the 
Surgeon General of the Army have 
changed their minds with regard to this 
subject. It may be that the Secretary of 
War has changed his mind, but I cannot 
understand how Army officers change their 
mind. My twelve years’ experience on 
the Committee of Military Affairs have 
taught me that Army officers have one 
opinion in their hearts, and another one 
which they often express publicly when 
they come before committees, and that is 
to express what is supposed to be the 
‘wishes of the War Department. This is 
no reflection on an officer. No man can 
sit on this floor to-day and convince me 
that Gen. Ireland, that splendid Surgeon 
General of the Army, favors this outrage. 
Not for one minute. It may be that they 
have silenced his tongue. It may be that 
he is not out making speeches against the 
thing. But in his heart, I am sure that 
he feels just as he did when he appeared 
before the committee on June 2, 1921.” 

Mr. McKenzie proceeded to quote Gen. 
Ireland’s testimony given at that time, 
and it was largely upon this that the 
House rejected the bill which came from 
the committee on the District of Columbia.

FTER more than twenty years’ service 

ernment service, the famous old cable- 
ship Burnside, now lying idle in Lake 
Union, was sold to the General Metal 
Supply Co. of Oakland, Calif., who will 
break it up for scrap.

RELAND has the distinction of orig- 

inating the idea of training its citizens 
for defense in summer military training 
camps. Contrary to the popular belief 
that the Plattsburg business men’s training 
camp, which was held at Plattsburg, N.Y., 
in the summer of 1913, was the first camp 
of this character, one Finn McCool com- 
manded tthe first citizens’ military train- 
ing camp in the third century Four thou- 
sand loyal Irishmen attended this camp 
which was called Fianna. The scope of 
instruction of the ancient camp was ex- 
actly the same as that of the modern 
camps in the United States this summer; 
namely, the teaching of military exercises 
and the development of civic virtue. 

The recruiting for the camp which will 
open at Del Monte, Calif., on June 26 
and continue until July 25, has been 
very good in all parts of California with 
few exceptions. Fourteen counties have 
obtained their full quota and Sacramento 
county leads all other countes in percen- 
tages of the allotted quota of candidates 
already obtained. 





‘THE 6th Corps Area secured on May 19 

its full quota of applications (4,300) 
for the CM.T.C. at Camp Custer and was 
thereupon directed by radio from the War 
Department to cease active enrolment, 
Similar action is doubtless taken for the 
4th and 9th Corps Areas since on May 10 
they had secured, respectively, 93 out of 
90 per cent. of the applications originally 
allotted to them and were receiving at that 
time many scores of applications each day. 





C M.T.C. enrolment for 1924 is already 

* marked as an unqualified success. 
In the first ten days of May nearly 6,000 
applications were filed and doubtless at 
this date the campaign is 75 per cent, 
complete at an average date of nearly two 
months before training opens.

HE War Department faces a huge ad- 

ministrative task in order to comply 
with the provisions of the Adjusted Com- 
pensation act which was passed by the 
Senate over the President’s veto on May 
19. This fact has been recognized for 
some time and elaborate plans have been 
kept up to date with every change in any 
eeapeces methods of compensation which 
might have an important effect upon the 
administration of the measure. 

The Secretary of War has designated 
Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis to be in charge 
of the administrative task occasioned by 
the measure. 

Upon the granting to him of an appro- 
priation by Congress in 1922, The Adju- 
tant General accelerated the machinery to 
perfect the records of veterans and organi- 
zations of the World War, consisting of 
approximately 165,000,000 documents, so 
that in the event of the enactment of any 
adjusted compensation measure the infor- 
mation necessary for payment could be 
furnished with promptness and dispatch 
and at a minimum cost of operation. Some 

X records of individuals which were 
incomplete as to certain information were 
brought to perfection so that to-day there 
is no man who served, the essential facts 
of whose service are not immediately avail- 
able to the War Department. 

Upon the War Department now devolves 
the task of distributing to the four million 
or more men who served in the Army the 
application blanks which are at this mo- 
ment being printed by the Government 
Printing Office according to the form here. 
tofore proposed in the War Department 
and furnished the Public Printer. It must 
receive the executed application blanks 
from the veterans, compare and verify the 
statements made in them with those in 
the official record, compute the amount in 
dollars due the veteran and prepare a cer- 
tificate for the use of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau in preparing the check for the veter- 
ans in the cases of cash payments or for 
the issuance of an insurance certificate in 
the other cases. 

Arrangements have been made to dis- 
tribute application blanks through the 
Postoffice Department, the American Le- 
gion, various military headquarters and 
civic societies. Application blanks will 
have about twenty questions. 

Finger print records are required on the 
application blank. This is the first time 
that this valuable aid to identification has 
been used by any government bureau in 
extending benefits to veterans. 

In ordr to facilitate operation of the 
law the VJar Department requests co-oper- 
ation in *he following particulars: 

Do not write for application blanks. 

Read carefully the instructions which 
will be printed with the application blank. 

Do not pay fees other than any notary 
charge. 

Do not- write the War Department for 
any information required by the blank. If 
the individual has not the information, 
eupply it as best he can from memory. 

Mail application blanks in the envelopes 
which will be distributed at the same time.

U.S. WORLD FLYERS SPAN 
PACIFIC SUCCESSFULLY 


FLYING under atmospheric difficulties, 

the American round-the-world flight 
squadron, under acting flight commander 
Lt. Lowell . Smith, A.S., spanned the most 
difficult gap in the route early this week 
and arrived safely at Paramishiru Island, 
Japan, after a trans-Pacific hop from 
Alaska. 

Leaving Paramishiru on May 20, ac- 
cording to cables, the flyers finally made 
Minato, Japan, via Yetorofu Island, in 
the Kuriles. The American aviators. are 
expected hourly at Kasumigaura, the naval 
base outside of Tokyo, on their present 
hop of 400 miles. 

The trip from Yetorofu Island to Min- 
ato, which is 354 miles, was made under 
very adverse conditions, according to a 
report received from the acting flight com- 
mander. One vain attempt to start was 
made which was abandoned because of 
dense fog. 

At Kasumigaura, Japan’s finest naval 
base, according to report, every effort was 
being made to prepare for the air squad- 
ron’s arrival. High officials of the Japa- 
nese imperial government will greet the 
American aviators. It is said that the 
Prince Regent will receive Lt. Smith and 
his companions in Tokyo. 

Gen. Ugaki, Japanese Minister of War, 
sent a cablegram of cengratulation to the 
Secretary of War lauding the achieve- 
ment of the American flyers. Secretary 
Weeks responded thanking the Japanese 
for their felicitations and assistance. 

Maj. Gen. Patrick, Chief of the A.S., 
sent a special cable of praise to the flyers. 
Secretary Weeks also lauded htme on 
their successful Pacific jump. 

American and Japanese destroyers are 
all along the coast route of the flight 
ready to render assistance should occasion 
demand it. The U.S. destroyer Pope and 
the Japanese destroyer Amatsukase sent 
dispatches telling of the aviators’ progress. 








CAPT. PELLETIER D’OISY and his 

mechanician, Lt. Besin, of the French 
Air Service, were foreed to discontinue 
their flight at Shanghai, China, when the 
plane they used was badly damaged in 
landing. 

After receiving a tremendous ovation 
at the French Club, Capt. d’Oisy is re- 
ported to have announced to Reuter’s 
Shanghai correspondent that he would not 
complete his flight because of the ruined 
plane. 

The French Air Service headquarters 
at Paris, when informed of the mishap, 
eabled instructions to all French agents 
in the Orient to get Capt. d’Oisy another 
plane for continuing his flight to Tokyo. 

The ill-fortune of the French flyers pre- 
vents them from finishing their race with 
the American squadron to the Japanese 
capital, as by the time they get a new 
plane the U.S. aviators will be in Tokyo.

GENERAL SQUIER HAS 
NEW SIGNAL SYSTEM 


Former C. S. O. of Army Is 
Inventor of New Code 
Improvement 





SPEEDIER THAN MORSE 





M4: GEN. GEORGE O. SQUIER, U. 

S.A,, retired, formerly Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, has announced the 
invention of a code system for the replace- 
ment of the present international Morse 
code used for radio, cable and land lines, 
which, it is said, is 2.56 times as speedy as 
the Morse system. If adopted by the in- 
ternational congress on communication it 
will supersede the Morse code. 

The fundamental principle of the Squier 
system, according to report, is the use of 
signals of the same length but of different 
intensities. The adoption of the new code, 
it is believed, will save hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in cost for transmitting 
messages as well as facilitating the trans- 
mission and reducing the sending time. 

Maj. Gen. Squier feels that the chief 
problem which will confront the next in- 
ternational congress on communication 
will be the revision of the present codes. 
His system will be proposed for accept- 
ance. 

The alphabet now used for radio was 
adopted in Vienna in 1851. A message. 
as sent by the present code, is full of 
starts, stops and waits. The Squier sys- 
tem calls for a speedy wave of words by 
means of the varying of intensities in the 
lengths. 

The Morse code requires three times as 
long for the sending of a dash as it does 
for transmitting a dot. Maj. Gen. Squier’s 
system provides for the sending of both 
in “dot” time, according to report, by 
changing the length intensity. 

Morse elements require five units in the 
space between words, three for space be 
tween letters, one in space between parts 
of same character. three for a dash and 
one for a dot. 

The Squier system calls for two units, 
one unit, cipher, one and one, for the same 
Tespective portions of the alphabet, sav- 
ing eight out of thirteen units. 

In addition to these space savers the 
major general has cut the number of units 
for the sending of j, q and y from Morse’s 
twelve to five. 

The recoding of letters will be done in 
less time under the Squier system, and 
the entire transmission methods will be 
revolutionized. Maj. Gen. Squier is de- 
voting all his time to radio and code re- 
search and hopes for important develop- 
ments in his present experiments. 

An excellent exposition of his invention 
as to details appears in the June issue of 
the “Radio Broa¢cast” magazine. 


SEA SERVICE OF NAVY 
ENLISTED MEN REDUCED 


‘THE policy of the Bureau of Navigation, 

Navy Department, in regard to alter- 
nation of sea and shore duty for enlisted 
men has been, for many years, that none 
should be assigned shore duty until after 
six years’ service in the Navy, and there- 
after in the proportion of two years on 
shore to six at sea. 

Excessive turnover has lowered the aver- 
age length of service in certain ratings to 
such an extent that it has become impos- 
sible to adhere to the policy of requiring 
six years’ service before the first assign- 
ment to shore duty. 

In certain ratings, also, the proportion 
of shore billets to the total number of 
men in the rating in the Service is so large 
that the proportion of two years ashore to 
six at sea cannot be followed. In conse- 
quence the bureau has decided to modify 
the present requirements of length of sea 
duty to meet the conditions outlined above 
by reducing the number of years of sea 
service in a number of ratings to four, 
three and two.

THE Naval Academy varsity teams won 
‘* in three of four branches of sport at 
Annapolis on May 17, while the Plebes 
took a triangular track meet and tied 
Central High School of Washington in 
tennis. 

Navy teams triumphed in the collegiate 
championship of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation, taking first, second and _ sixth 
places; scored a 5-2 win over West Vir- 
ginia Wesleyan in baseball, and defeated 
Cornell handily in tennis.

Naval Academy marksmen were the 


winners of the collegiate championship of 
the National Rifle Association, its first 
and second teams leading in that order 
all others in the match held here.

While the entry list was not as large 
as had been anticipated, the general stand.

The Naval Academy first team led at 
the two rapid fire competitions, 200 and 
300, and second team at 200 slow fire.

Individual honors were won by Navy, 
five midshipmen making’ scores’. not 
equalled by others.

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THE REPUBLICAN OPPORTUNITY 


HE Republican party will soon go be- 

fore the country in the elections which 
will determine whether it will continue to 
be the party in power for another four 
years or be ousted because its tule has 
been unsatisfactorys 

In this test it cannot escape the respon- 
sibility for its actions. However, being 
the party in power, it has the great ad- 
vantage of possessing the initiative, insofar 
as determining what its final actions prior 
to the elections will be. 

The day has gone by when national de- 
fense could be treated as a side issue of 
no importance, except after the country 
has actually become engaged in war. There 
are three reasons for this. 

The first is that the last war not only 
demanded from the business and industry 
of the country an interest and an effort 
many times beyond that ever conceived 
before, but also so thoroughly mixed the 
leaders of both in the war machinery of 
the Army and Navy that they had indeli- 
bly borne in on them the fact that a mod- 
ern country cannot go to war suddenly, 
and in an unprepared state, without up- 
setting its business and industry in such 


a way that the evil effect will be detri- 


mentally felt for many years to come. 

The hard-headed business man and in- 
dustrialist know perfectly well that if they 
yield to those who believe there can be no 
more war, or that an unprepared nation 
can spring to arms overnight, it will in- 
evitably lead to the day when once more 
they will suffer through their material in- 
terests. 

The second fact is that the majority of 
the men who served in the Army or the 
Navy—and there are more than five mil- 
lion of them in the country—more and 
more realize as ‘the war recedes and their 

. vision becomes clearer that every justifi- 
able complaint which they possess springs

from but one fact—the refusal of the 
Democratic administration to make proper 
preparations for war, even as late as the 
beginning of 1917, when the impossibility 
of staying out longer was evident to every 
one. Lack of preparedness, with its inevi- 
table haste and disorganization, must pro- 
duce unnecessary discomfort, unnecessary 
mental and physical suffering, and unnec- 


. essary loss of life. 


The third reason is that the National 
Defense act of 1920, the first military pol- 
icy the United States has ever possessed, 
for the first time in our history brings 
into the Army of the United States, as an 
integral part, in time of peace hundreds 
of thousands of civilians who will be in 
it in time of war. 

In other words, the civilians through- 
out the country, who through natural in- 
terest in and aptitude for military affairs 
and belief in the principle that readiness 
to fight for the country is one of the first 
duties of citizenship, who constitute the 
type which has always been the first to 
volunteer in past wars, have_to-day a 
vital personal and continuing interest in 
national defense. 

As a consequence, and all the more so 
because the majority of these men are 
probably veterans of the World War, for 
the first time in our history we have in 
every part of the country, in every pro- 
fession and business, civilians whose rec- 
ords and standings in their own commu- 
nities necessarily lead to their ideas being 
treated with respect, who feel that na- 
tional defense is too big a subject to be 
either neglected or the plaything of poli- 
ties. 

In all the confusion of the present po- 
litical situation there is one thing which 
eannot fail to strike the observer who 
travels over the country—that the people 
of the United States, as a whole, are sick 
and tired of propaganda, buncombe, slan- 
der and personal abuse indulged in for po- 
litical purposes. 

They want to know the facts. They be- 
lieve that those in the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the government should 
first ascertain the facts in any matter and 
then act upon them in a logical fashion. 

The Secretary of War has plainly stated 
that the Army during the past few years 
has been allowed to fall below the stand- 
ard which is essential if the law as enun- 
ciated by the National Defense act is to 
be carried out. The Senate, by passing 
the Army Appropriation bill with the in- 
creases recommended by its committee, 
which increases do not bring the bill be- 
yond the amount set by the Director of 
the Budget, recognizes this necessity. 

If the rumors are true that Mr. An- 
thony of Kansas, Mr. Dickinson of Iowa, 
and Mr. Ben Johnson of Kentucky, House 
members of the joint Senate and House 
Conference Committee, will insist on the 
reduction of some of these items, particu- 
larly those pertaining to the Organized 
Reserves, passed by the Senate, first the 
House and then the Republican party, be- 
cause both Mr Anthony and Mr Dickin- 
son are Republicans, must accept the re- 
sponsibility. 

Mr. Butler, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, deserves every 
credit for his courageous announcement 
to the House that the American Navy is 
not being maintained at treaty strength. 
It is not, and everyone who has taken the 
slightest trouble to go into the matter 
knows that it is not. The Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Col. Roosevelt, officially 
stated that it is not. At the same time 
he further admits that when maintaining 
the ratio to be 5 for the British navy, ap- 
proximately 4 for ours and 3 for the Jap- 
anese, he fails to include naval bases and 
the respective merchant marines. In other 
words, he admits that he can only make 


the ratio as high as 4 by leaving out two 
important factors in naval strength. In 
other words, he admits that the ratio is 
less than 4. 

No amount of questioning the motives 
of Mr. Shearer because of his overstate- 
ment of facts, on the part of Mr. French, 
the chairman of the Navy Department 
sub-committee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, or typical attacks by 
Mr. Madden, who, apparently, never can 
believe that anyone who disagrees with 
him can speak the truth, will obscure or 
change the fact, which is that our Navy 
is not up to the treaty standard and that 
the Republican party is primarily respon- 
sible. 

Not political buncombe gotten off on 
the floor of the House of Representatives, 
but the cold, truthful, not to be gainsaid, 
statement of Adm. Coontz is what will 
influence the people of the country in 
making a decision as to what is the condi- 
tion of our Navy. 

Courageous leadership, not evasion of 


issues, is not only what is needed, but also 
is what will be most welcomed by the 


country as a whole, and as a consequence 
will most redound to the credit of the 
party in power.

A REPLY FROM THE FEDERAL CHURCH 
COUNCIL 


To THE Epriror: 
NOTE a statement in your Washington 
News Letter in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL for April 26 which calls for a 


correction which I am sure you will wish 
to make. Under the paragraph headed 
“Gentleman’s Agreement” you ask why 
the Federal Council of Churches does not 
demand “That the Chinese and the Ko- 
reans be handled ‘in a friendly way which 
would not hurt their self-respect’ as well 
as the Japanese.” 

The Federal Council has stood for many 
years for placing all peoples and races on 
the same footing in all our legislation. 
At its meeting last December the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Federal Council 
adopted the following resolutions: 

“We realize that the awakening of Asia 
and her rapid acquisition of important 
elements of Occidental civilization inau- 
gurates a new era in world history in 
which Asia is to play a new and increas- 
ingly important role. Whether that role 
shall be one of peace, goodwill and mu- 
tual co-operation or one controlled by in- 
creasing suspicion and fear between the 
East and the West will depend largely on 
the attitude of the Western nations them- 
selves, and especially of the United States. 
It has seemed to many of our citizens who 
have become familiar with the question 
raised by this more intimate and ever- 
increasing contact with the Orient that 
the United States might well adopt a more 
adequate Oriental policy. 

“We therefore respectfully request our 
government to establish a commission to 
study afresh the whole question of the re- 
lations of America with China and with 
Japan, empowered to confer with corre- 
sponding commissions established by the 
governments of these countries on all mat- 
ters mutually deemed advisable. 

“We declare our conviction that all per- 
sons residing within the United States 
and subject to its jurisdiction should be 
given friendly and equal treatment under 
just and equal laws, regardless of race, 
color or religion. We deplore as unpa- 
triotic and un-Christiam movements, poli- 
cies and programs in many sections that 
discriminate against and humiliate aliens, 
merely as aliens, or as aliens ineligible to 
naturalization, and that single out certain 
races and religious groups for discrimina- 
torv and unfriendly treatment. We urge 
a federal law raising the standards for 
naturalization and granting the privilege 
of citizenship to all persons lawfully re- 
siding in the United States who duly qual- 
ify, regardless of their race, color or na- 
tionality.” 

At the present time, however, the situa- 
tion with regard to the effect of the pro- 
posed immigration bill is not the same for 
the Chinese and the Japanese. China ac- 
cepted a treaty in 1894 which formally 
agreed to the Chinese exclusion laws 
which had been first passed in 1882. The 
new bill does not change the final exclu- 
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sion law against laborers 
passed in 19v2. 

Japan is the only Asiatic nation which 
has desired to meet America’s needs in g 
way that would not require special legis. 
lation by Congress, which it regarded as 
humiliating and discriminatory. This wag 
effected by the arrangement known as the 
Gentlemen’s Agreement. For Congress 
now to enact the Japanese exclusion clauge 
—for under the circumstances that is what 
the present bill amounts to—suggests that 
the Japanese have not been living up to 
the agreement of 1907. Since this is not 
the case, such an action cannot fail to be 
deeply resented. Moreover, it shows that 
Congress is willing to regard an agreement 
between two nations as “a scrap of paper,”

The Comptroller on April 28 rendered a de- 
cision affecting favorably the status of Capt. 
Herbert W. Hardman, who was represented be- 
fore the Comptroller by Ansell and Bailey of 
the Legal Department, Army and Navy Jour- 
nal. 

The Comptroller held that 
who was appointed a captain, 
27, 1923, under the provisions of a special 
act of Congress, approved June 26, 1922, is 
entitled to count all of his service in determin- 
ing his base pay and is not limited by the 
act of June 10, 1910, to the counting only of 
his commissioned service.

the passage of the act of June 4, 1920, this 
oficer, who was then a major, temporary, 


Q.M.C., with other candidates took the exami- 
nation as provided by said act for permanent 
commission in the Quartermaster Corps. The 
Medical Board by which he was examined re- 
ported that he was suffering from a disability, 
the board apparently confusing his physical con- 
dition with that of another officer who had been 
examined by the board. It was subsequently 
shown that at the time the examination was 
made Capt. Hardman was physically sound. The 
matter having been presented to Congress with 
a favorable report from the Secretary of War, 
the act of June 26, 1922, was passed authoriz- 
ing his appointment as a captain, the grade to 
which he would have been assigned had he 
been appointed under the act of June 4, 1920, 
and like appointments under that act the ap- 
pointment was to date from July 1, 1920, After 
holding that the act of June 26, 1922, is in 
large measure a frelief act, the Comptroller 
said: 

“The facts show that the officer was con- 

sidered for appointment within the period 
of time prescribed by the act of June 4, 
1920, and but for the error of the medical 
examiners would .have been so appointed. 
I believe the case may be viewed as one 
in which until the officer was enabled to 
overcome the conditions arising through the 
erroneous medical report so far as being 
commissioned is concerned, he was in the 
status requiring the negativing of such re- 
port, and hence the act of June 26, 1922, 
having so far as necessary rectified that 
prior to July 1, 1922, the officer was en- 
titled to be considered as being ‘“‘in the 
Service” on June 30, 1922. The enactment 
is prior in date to the basic date which 
the act of June 10, 1922. fixes for the pur- 
pose of computing longevity, and while the 
formal commissioning and acceptance of the 
officer may not have occurred until after 
June 30, 1922, and thus negatives pay as a 
captain from any prior date, yet the basic 
condition as to computing service for lon- 
gevity service in accordance with the act 
of June 10, 1922, as “in the Service’’ on 
June 30, 1922.” 


Where a settlement of a claim has been

SENATE BILLS INTRODUCED 


S.J..Res. 124, May 14, reported by Mr. Wads- 
worth, with amendments.—To provide for the 
posthumous appointment to commissioned grades 
of certain enlisted men and the posthumous pro- 
motion of certain commissioned officers, 

S.J. Res. 125, May 14, Mr. McKinley.— 
Granting permission to Fred F. Rogers, com- 
mander, U.S.N., to accept certain decorations 
bestowed upon him by the Venezuelan govern- 
ment. 

S. 483, May 12, reported by Mr. Hale, with 
an amendment.—tThat all officers of the Regu- 
lar Navy appointed subsequent to June 30, 1922, 
in accordance with the provisions of the act of 
Congress approved June 4, 1920 (41st Statutes 
at Large, pages 834 and 835), who were ex- 
amined and found qualified in all respects for 
such appointment prior to June 30, 1922, but 
whose appointments were delayed subsequent to 
that date through no fault of their own, shall 
be entitled to count, in the computation of their 
pay, all service which would have been credited 
to them had they been so appointed on or 
before June 30, 1922.

A. J. Vandergrift and Capt. W. H. Ruper- 
tus. all U.S.M.C., are authorized to accept 
from the Republic of Haiti “The Medal for 
Distinguished Service’ which has been tendered 
tu each of said officers in appreciation of ser- 
vices rendered the Republic of Haiti.

H. Res. 314, May 16, Mr. Butler.—For the 
consideration of H.R. 2688, a bill providing 
for sundry matters affecting the naval service, 
and for other purposes, and H.R. 8687, a bill 
to authorize alterations to certain naval vessels 
and tv provide for the construction of addi- 
ticnal vessels. Referred to Committee on Rules. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
during the past week has reported out a num- 
ber of bills and a resolution. It authorized 
Senator Harris to appoint a resolution (S.J. 
Res. 124) providing for the posthumous appoint- 
ment to commissioned grades of certain enlisted 
men and the posthumous promotion of certain 
commissioned officers. The committee reported 
favorably on a bill (S. 1535) introduced by 
Senator Borah, granting relief to persons who 
served in the Military Telegraph Corps of the 
Army during the Civil War. It reported favor- 
ably a bill (S. 3285) to provide retirement for 
the Nurse Corps of the Army and the Navy. 
It provides for retirement after thirty years 
or upon reaching the age of fifty years after 
having served twenty years. The second sec- 
tion of the bill provides that the annual pay 
for retired members of Army and Navy Nurse 
Corps shall be three per centum of the annual 
active base pay which she received at time of 
retirement multiplied by number of completed 
years of service at time of retirement, but 
not to exceed seventy-five per cent. of the actual 
base pay.

DECISIONS 


An officer is entitled to rental allowances 
where it appears that by action of the Gov- 
ernment and for its convenience and not by 
reason of the officer’s voluntary action or 
request and for his personal convenience or 
pleasure he is so placed during the interval 
between detachment and a new assignment 
that he has no station at which he may de- 
mand quarters in kind, and that neither he 
nor his dependents @uring such period occu- 
pied public quarters. (Bates’s case, March 
27, 1924.)

A chief yeoman, U.S. Navy, who was by 
orders detached from duty at the U.S. Navy 
Recruiting Station at Omaha, Nebr., on July 
10, 1922, and directed to report to the receiv- 
ing ship at San Francisco, Calif., for assign- 
ment by the Commander-in-Chief, Pacific Fleet, 
and who was so assigned to a permanent sta- 
incurred 


tion, is entitled to reimbursement 
by him for the transportation of his depen- 
dents from Wichita, Kas., where his depen- 


dents were living at the time he received the 
orders, to San Francisco, Calif. (Putnam’s 
case, April 22, 1924.) 

To entitle an officer of the Reserve Corps 
to pay under the law not only must there be 
an appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 


and an acceptance of the office, but the ap- 
pointee must be placed on active duty by 
proper authority and enter on such duty. 


(Rotharmel’s case, April 25, 1924.) 
A claimant who was inducted into the Army 


Oct. 25, 1918, and honorably discharged on 
Dec. 1, 1918, enlisted in the Marine Corps 
Feb. 18, 1919, for four years and honorably 


discharged Feb. 17, 1923, is not entitled to 
the bounty for re-enlisting on his enlistment 
of Feb. 18, 1919, in the Marine Corps, as his 
discharge of Dec. 1, 1918, was not a dis- 
charge at the termination of his first enlistment 
period within the meaning of the act of May 
11, 1908, inasmuch as he did not serve three 
years, his period of enlistment in the Army. 
(Kerley’s case, April 26, 1924.) 

A captain, Dental Corps, U.S. Army, who 
was on duty at the hospital, Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, and at the time was being paid com- 
mutation of quarters, heat and light, and who 
left his station under orders to temporary duty 
at Camp Greenleaf, Ga., does not forfeit his 
right to commutation of quarters, heat and 
light while on such temporary duty. (Johns’s 
case, April 28, 1924.) 

An enlisted man who was transferred to the 
Medical Supply Depot, Camp Devens, Mass., 
March 16, 1918, and commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the Sanitary Corps, National Army, 
June 20, 1918, is not entitled to pay at $100 
per month for the period in question, inasmuch 


as his training during this period was with a 
view to commission in the Sanitary Corps, which 
is a staff corps and could not be considered 
training for the combatant branches or line 
of the Army. (Wilson’s case, April 30, 1924.) 

To constitute dependency within the mean- 
ing of the statute, the officer son must regularly 
and necessarily contribute to his mother’s sup- 
port more than half of a reasonable living, and 
that a reasonable living must depend upon the 
circumstances in each particular case. The 
standard in any particular case, in so far as 
commutation of quarters or rental allowance is 
concerned, is not one for the officer or his 
mother to select without regard to their cir- 
cumstances, but what a reasonable and prudent 
person would select were there no possibility 
of securing from the Treasury the margin be- 
tween that which ought to have been selected 
and .that which is selected. (Fairchild’s case, 
April 30, 1924.) 


SECRETARY WILBUR WILL 
VISIT NAVAL STATIONS 


EFORE Judge Curtis D. Wilbur be- 

came Secretary of the Navy he took 
an active interest in the fleet on the Pa- 
cific, frequently visiting it as a guest of 
the officers and attending functions which 
were given by the Navy ashore. He is 
continuing this interest, but now in an 
official capacity and before the. summer 
passes he will visit various important 
shore stations, and not neglect to give his 
attention to the Scouting Fleet in the 
Atlantic. 

The Secretary will be one of the guests 
of honor at a notable affair at the Naval 
Academy on May 31, when a reunion of 
the graduates of the Academy takes place. 
This will be the first reunion of the Naval « 
Academy graduates since the World War, 
and there will probably be six or seven 
hundred graduates, many of whom are not 
now in the Navy, but are prominent in 
civil life, of whom the Secretary himself is 
a type. Col. Robert M. Thompson, the 
founder of the Navy League, who has been 
referred to frequently as “the best friend 
the Navy ever had,” will be toastmaster 
at the dinner te be given on the evening 
or that day. Not the least among these 
who will be present will be Secretary of 
War Weeks, who is a graduate of the 
Academy. If their duties at Washington 
will permit, Senator Howell of Nebraska, 
Senator Weller of Maryland, and a num- 
ber of other prominent civilians at Wash- 
ington will attend the affair. 

An extended program of athletic events 
has been arranged for the day, the star 
event being the annual baseball game be 
tween the Military and Naval Academies, 

Among the other important engagements 
for the Secretary of the Navy that have 
been arranged is an address at the Naval 
War College on May 29, previous to 
which, he will inspect the Shenandoah at 
Lakehurst, N.J. On June 4 he will pre- 
sent the diplomas to the graduates of the 
Naval Academy and will sail down to 
Hampton Roads in the Wyomng when 
the middies start on their practice cruise. 
On June 6 and 7 he will inspect Ham 
ton Roads, flying from Hampton Roads 
with his aid, Capt. Gherardi, on the even- 
ing of the 7th to Washington. This will 
“land” the Secretary in Washington at 
the adjournment of Congress to look after 
eleventh hour legislation for the Navy,

PROMOTIONS AND 
RETIREMENTS 


RIG. GEN. BENJAMIN ALVORD, 

Asst. Adjutant General, U.S.A. was re- 
tired May 15, 1924, on account of the 
age limit, after forty-seven years of active 
duty and distinguished service. During 
the World War Gen. Alvord held the grade 
of Brigadier general and served as the first 
adjutant general of the A.E.F. He was 
awarded the D.S.M. for exceptionally mer- 
itorious and distinguished services, the ci- 
tation for which follows: 

“As Adjutant General of the American 
Expeditionary Forces during the begin- 
ning of its organization his long experi- 
ence, good judgment and breadth of vision 
were of great value in the establishment 
of the innumerable activities of The Adju- 
tant General’s Department of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces.” 

During the Philippine Insurrection Gen. 
Alvord served as a regimental adjutant 
and adjutant general of a division in the 
field, being nominated for major by brevet 
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for conspicuous gallantry in action while 
commanding a company of Infantry. 

Among other important assignments 
Gen. Alvord was instructor at the Infan- 
try and Cavalry School in 1894, instruc- 
tor at the U.S.M.A. in 1887-92, adjutant 
general of the Department of Northern 
Luzon in 1901, on the General Staff in 
1908-5, chief of staff Vera Cruz expedi- 
tion in 1914, an adjutant general of the 
Western Department in 1917. 

He was born in Washington, D.C., May 
15, 1860, and appointed to the U.S.M.A. 
He was graduated in 1882 and was as- 
signed to the 20th Infantry. He was grad- 
uated from the Infantry and Cavalry 
School in 1887 and was transferred from 
the Infantry to The Adjutant General’s 
Department in 1907. 

en. Alvord’s father, also Gen. Benja- 
min Alvord, went to West Point in 1829, 
and the two Gens. Alvord have rendered 
to the United States a combined active 
service of ninety-five years. 


APT. LESLIE N. ROSS, 13th Inf., 

was on May 13, 1924, retired from 
active service on account of disability in- 
cident thereto. He was born in Oregon, 
May 2, 1895, and first entered the Regu- 
lar Army as a second lieutenant of Infan- 
try Oct. 26, 1917.

WNSHEND.—Maj. Gen. Sir Charles 

V. F. Townshend. formerly of the Brit- 
ish army a distinguished officer of varied 
service. died in Paris, France, May 
18. 1924. after a short lIlness, aged 63. 
While Gen. Townshend served with dis- 
tinction in various parts of the world. his 
name is best known in connection with the 
battle of Kut-el-Amara. of which his stub- 
born and heroic defense against overwhelm- 
ing Turkish forces brought the general 
world-wide fame. He was a descendant of 
Lord Townshend, who fought with Wolfe 
at Quebec. He married Mlle. Alice Ca- 


hen Danvers, daughter of Count Cahen 
Danvers. 


Gen. Townshend resigned from 


the army in 1920 after forty years of ser- 
vice that included many honors and plenty 
of hard fighting in various parts of the 
empire. He wag with the Sudan expedi- 
tion at Suakim, the Nile expedition, the 
desert actions of Abu Klea and Gubat, 
and the Hunza Nagar expedition. He 
commanded the garrison of the Chitral 
fort during the siege and made a brilliant 
defense. Early in the World War, Gen. 
Townshend had command of the 6th Divi- 
sion and an additional force in Mesopo- 
tamia. He won several notable victories, 
which were recognized in 1916 with the 
Order of the Bath. In the Mesopotamia 
campaign, his command too small for the 
great task assigned to it, and which ended 
with the loss of Kut-el-Amara in 1916, he 
was eventually overwhelmingly outnum- 
bered by the Turks, then under German 
direction, and after a heroie defense, from 
December, 1915, to April, 1916, he sur- 
rendered, his men almost dead from star- 
vation. While a prisoner Gen. Town- 
shend tried three times to escape. When 
the Turks saw the Allies were winning 
the war they made overtures to him far 
adjusting their relations with the victors 
and the war prisoner turned diplomatist. 
Gen. Townshend walked from a meeting 
with the Turkish Cabinet “with the edict 
opening the Dardanelles in his pocket and 
a free man.” 


YETH.—Lt. Col. Marlborough C. 

Wyeth, U.S.A., retired, formerly of 
the Medical Corps, died at his home, 320 
West 83d street, New York city, May 14, 
1924. He was born in Rhode Island, 
Sept. 16, 1855, and entered the Regular 
Army as an assistant surgeon in March, 
1881. He received his doctor’s degree in 
medicine from Columbia University in 
1878. For several years thereafter he 
was in the West with troops engaged in 
the protection of the settlers against the 
Indians. During the occupation of Cuba 
after the Spanish War, Col. Wyeth, who 
was then a major of Volunteers. was in 
command of the Medical Supply Depot at 
Havana. In 1907 he was ordered to the 
Philippines and there his health was im- 
paired to such an extent that his retire- 
ment from active service May 1, 1908. 
for disability incident thereto became nec- 
essary. During the World War he was 
placed on active duty, serving at the Med- 
ical Supply Depot in St. Louis and later 
at the Port of Embarkation. Hoboken. N. 
J. Col. Wyeth is survived by his widow, 
his daughter. Miss Dorothy Wveth, and 
his son, Maj. John Churchill Wyeth. F. 
A., U.S.A., on duty at Fort Bragg, N.C. 
Interment was at Arlington.

Probably the best word with which to sum 
up the present situation is uncertainty. Wall 
Street especially is inclined to be conservative, 
but a close scrutiny of business fails to reveal 
many factors that can be interpreted as actu- 
ally bearish. Production in certain lines has 
fallen off, particularly in the iron and steel and 
automotive industries, but consumption, as a 
general rule, is holding up well. 

In making comparisons with a year ago it 
should not be forgotten that commodity prices 
are substantially lower, and hence the dollar 
value of turnover may be about 10 per cent. 


less, and the actual volume still be as great. 
There has been no decline in purchasing power 
on the part of the consuming public through un- 
employment or broad decreases in wages, but, 
on the other hand, the general purchasing power 
is greater on account of lower prices. So long 
as this situation remains in effect there is 
little likelihood of a decline in consumption. 

The stocks of goods on wholesalers’ and re- 
tailers’ shelves are not large, and consumption 
cannot continue long at the present rate with- 
out a reflection in the manufacturing field of an 
optimistic character. ‘Furthermore, the addition 
to the supply of labor in the United States is 
closely restricted, and after July 1, when the 
new immigration law will become operative, the 
addition will be even smaller. This would seem 
to preclude any widespread unemployment or re- 
duction in wages. 

The banking situation is extremely strong 
and money rates are at comparatively low levels. 
The reduction in the rediscount rate by the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank to 4 per cent. 
is an invitation to member banks to increase 
borrowings, and, after a few months, will be 
reflected in the business world. Bills discounted 
have not shown any particular increase since 
the new rate was put in effect, but the possibil- 
ity of rediscounting commercial paper at 4 per 
cent, and lending the proceeds in the open 
market at a slightly higher rate will not go un- 
challenged long by a good many bankers. The 
general effect over a period of time will be to 
check the present downward trend in commod- 
ity prices, if not actually to result in an ad- 
vance. 

Passage of the soldiers’ bonus bill over the 
President's veto is regarded by business men 
as an unwarranted raid on the public treasury, 
and there is some ground for this attitude. 
It lessens the probability of final adoption of 
the Mellon tax reduction bill, but taxes will be 
reduced this year, which, at least, is better 
than no reduction at all. 

The plan of the bonus does not embrace the 
immediate payment of a large amount of cash, 
but, as it wilh no doubt work out, the payments 
will be gradual over a period of 20 years. As 
a matter of fact, certain industries are likely 
to be benefited by any cash that is paid out at 
present, particularly the automobile industry. 

The railroad situation is favorable, and the 
stock market is beginning to recognize this. 
Since the first of the year average rail prices 
have advanced almost four points, against 
almost stationary levels for the industrial aver- 
ages. March gross revenues were 5.7 per cent. 
under those of March, 1923, but owing to a re- 
duction of 6.6 per cent. in operating expenses, 
net operating revenue was equivalent to a re- 
turn of 5.31 per cent. on the tentative property 
valuation, compared with a return of 5.84 per 
cent. a year ago. A smaller volume of busi- 
ness naturally calls for less consumption of fuel 
and smaller total wages, and, furthermore, 
maintenance of equipment and roadbed are now 
decidedly less expensive than a year ago. Dur- 
ing 1923 a strenuous effort was made to bring 
the physical condition of the railroads to a high 
point of efficiency, and large sums were ex- 
pended to accomplish this. The goal aimed at 
was achieved, and it is now simply a question 
of holding this gain, and not trying to register 
an advance. 

For the first three months of the year the 
railroads earned 4.61 per cent. on tentative 
valuation, compared with 4.56 per cent. for 
the first quarter of last year. The last weekly 
report of car loadings showed a healthy gain 
over the preceding week, and while traffic for 
the entire year of 1924 is expected to be some- 
what less than that for 1923, indications point 
toward a satisfactory volume. However, so far 
total traffia in 1924 exceeds the corresponding 
period of 1923. The main point to consider is 
the fact that maintenance expenditures will be 
considerably less this year because of the high 
state of physical efficiency the railroads are now 
in, and net operating income, even should 
gross revenues show a moderate decline, has a 
good chance of approximating the 5.75 per cent. 
on tentative valuation, which Congress has fixed 
as a fair return. 

The copper situation is rather paradoxical. 
Consumption is at the highest rate ever re- 
corded, but prices are relatively weak. The 
oil industry is in about the same position.

He enlisted July 
6, 1898, in Battery G, list Art., and subse- 
quently served in the 21st, 5th, 26th, 18th and 
3d Inf.; 375th Inf., Nat. Army; 12th Inf., and 
16th Tank Battalion. During his enlistments 
he served in the Philippines and in France dur- 
ing the World War. Col. Eskridge, command- 
ing the Tank School, in G.O. 4, May 9, 1924, 
said, in part: “The C.O. and the members of 
this command congratulate Sergt. Moore upon 
the successful conclusion of the long service 
which brings him retirement, and their best 
wishes accompany him for his future happiness 
and success. His record of honest and faithful 
service has been of the highest. It is with 
great regret that the command loses an old-time 
soldier of whom it can be proud.” 


SERGT. TAYLOR B. HICKMAN, 30th Inf., 
U.S.A., was placed on the retired list at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., May 10, 1924, 
after completing twenty-six years of active and 
honorable service. He was promoted to master 
sergeant just previous to his retirement. He 


first enlisted in the Tennessee Volunteers, April 
25, 1898, and he re-enlisted in the 9th In- 
fantry of the Regular Army in 1899, serving 
with that command in Philippine campaigns and 
in the China Relief Expedition. He was cited 
for bravery in battle. He was wounded three 
times, and was recommended for the Medal ot 
Honor. He was awarded a Certificate of Merit 
for gallantry in action. He was with his com- 
pany of the 9th Infantry when it was stationed 
at Balangiga, Samar, and is a survivor of the 
terrible massacre there. The company consisted 
of three officers and seventy-one men, and was 
attacked while at breakfast by about 450 Fili- 
pinos armed with bolos and rifles, and nearly 
all of the company was killed. Everyone of 
the survivors was wounded. The soldiers, 
armed only with mess knives and forks, legs 
torn from the tables, fought with these and 
their bare fists back to their quarters in an 
old church about thirty yards away, where their 
rifles were kept. Sergt. Hickman, although 
badly wounded by a bolo, distinguished him- 
self with a baseball bat and accounted for sev- 
eral insurrectos with their improvised weapon. 
As all of the officers and N.C.O. were killed 
or wounded, Sergt. Hickman assumed command 
of the survivors and, assisted by another man, 
moved them into the church. Sergt. Hickman 
then divided the survivors into two parties, one 
of which kept firing into the jungle to hold 
off the natives, while the other party gave first 
aid to the wounded and carried them to the 
center of the village plaza, and later from there 
to the beach, where they were placed in native 
boats. During this time the natives made three 
more attacks, but were driven off. By this 
time it was dark and the boats with the seven- 
teen survivors put to sea and headed for Basay, 
about thirty-six miles from Balangiga, where 
Company G of the 9th Infantry was stationed. 
Five of the survivors died in the boats, one 
became insane and jumped overboard, and three 
men in a boat which had become detached from 
the others were killed by the natives. After 
terrible sufferings from heat and thirst the sur- 
vivors arrived at Basay late the next day. 
Sergt. Hickman later re-enlisted in the 18th 
Infantry and participated in numerous skir- 
mishes with hostile Moros on the Island of Min- 
Later he served on the Mexican bor- 
der, and again in the Philippine Islands and 
was assigned to the 31st Infantry. He also 
served with that command during the World 
War in Siberia, and participated in several 
battles with the Bolsheviki there. ‘Sergt. Hick- 
man is one of the few enlisted men in the Army 
who hold the D.S.M.

MASTER SERGT. EMIEL SCHULZ, Med, 


Dept., U.S.A., was retired from active ser- 
vice at Fort Mason, Calif., April 18, 1924. 
He first enlisted Sept. 13, 1896, in Co. C,

BUTLER OPENS BATTLE 
FOR NAVY RELIEF BILL

The amount appropriated for the Naval 
War College is increased to $62,500. The 
amount carried for the Bureau of Engi- 
neering is $17,550,000 instead of $18,012.- 
300, as proposed by the House and $16,- 
550,000 as proposed by the Senate. The 
bill makes $600,000 available for develop- 
ing and testing submarine motive power. 
as proposed by the House. 

The conferees struck out the provision 
adopted in the House prohibiting the pay- 
ment of compensation to officers of the 
Navy attached to the Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations and engaged upon 
work not specifically assigned by the law 
to such office. The bill as finally adopted 
appropriates $313,000 for personal ser- 
vices in the Bureau of Construction and 
Repairs, as proposed by the Senate. The 
conferees make the appropriations under 
Ordnance and Ordnance Stoes available 
for the acquirement of appliances, as pro- 
posed by the Senate, amended to restrict 
such appliances as those defined by a 
naval classification aecount. The amount 
appropriated for the purpose of manufac- 
ture of torpedo agreed to was $850.000, 
as proposed by the Senate. 

An allowance of two midshipmen from 
Porto Rico, appointed on nomination of 
the Resident Commissioner, was agreed to. 

There is an appropriation in the bill of 
$14,000 for fresh water tanks for the naval 
station at Guantanamo. The appropria- 
tion of $200.000, as proposed in the Sen- 
ate, for destroyer base at Columbia river, 
was stricken from the Dill, as was the 
$100.000 for extending the distributing 
system at the submarine base at Pearl 
Harbor. The appropriation of $15.000 
for the naval base at San Diego was 
stricken out. 

An appropriation of $1,385,000 for 
clothing for enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps was aopted which is less than the 
Senate bill and more than the House. 

The provision which would restore offi- 
cers who joined the Confederate forces to 
the rolls of the Army and Navy was 
stricken out. An appropriation of $9,025 
for Ordnance operations at Indian Head 
and Dahlgren was agreed to by the con- 
ferees. The amendment for the enlistment 
of men for tre Navy under the age of 21 
years as finally agreed to provides: 

That hereafter upon the presenta- 
tion of satisfactory evidence as to his 
age and upon application for discharge 
by his parent or guardian presented 
to the Secretary of the Navy within 
sixty days after the date of his enlist- 
ment any man enlisted after July 1, 
1924, in the naval service or Marine 
Corps under 21 years of age, who was 
enlisted without the written consent 
of his parent or guardian, if any, shall 
be discharged for his own conveni- 
ence. 

Other appropriations agreed to include 


the following: Puget Sound Navy Yard, 
$250,000 for extension of the quay wall; 
$233,000 for the marine railway accessor- 
ies, etc.; $87,000 for the naval station at 
Tutuila ; $500,000 for the construction of 
a Marine Corps supply building at San 
Francisco. 

Agreement was reached 
by which damage claims 
$250 can be adjusted by 
partment without special 
from Congress.

Other provisions were retained as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 110. Pay FoR NATIONAL GUARD EN- 
LISTED MEN.—Each enlisted man belonging to 
an organization of the National Guard, other 
than enlisted men of the sixth and seventh 
grades, shall receive compensation at the rate 
of one- -thirtieth of the initial monthly pay of 
his grade in the Regular Army, and each of 
those of the sixth and seventh grades shall re- 
ceive compensation as is provided in Sec, 14 
of the Pay Readjustment act of June 10, 1922, 
for each drill ordered for his organization where 
he is officially present and in which he partici- 
pates for not less than one and one-half hours, 
not exceeding eight in any one calendar month 
and not exceeding sixty, drills in one year: 
Provided, That the proviso contained in Sec. 
92 of this act shall not operate to prevent the 
payment of enlisted men actually present at 
any duly ordered drill or other exercise: Pro- 
vided further, That periods of any actual mili- 
tary duty equivalent to the drills herein pre- 
scribed (except those periods of service pro- 
vided for in Seca. 94, 97, 99 and 101 of the 
National Defense act, as amended), may be 
accepted as service in lieu of such drills when 
so provided by the Secretary of War: And 
provided further, That any enlisted man shall, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of War 
may prescribe, receive compensation under the 
provisions of this section for any drill had in 
accordance with such provisions where he is 
officially present and in which he participates 
for not less than one and one-half hours with 
a National Guard organization within the same 
state at a station other than his own, upon 
presentation of a certificate in form prescribed 
in said regulations from the organization com- 
mander to the commanding officer of the organi- 
zation of which he is a member showing such 
drill participation.” 


RETIRED ENLISTED MEN. 


(10) 8. That retired enlisted men of 
the Army heretofore or hereafter retired who 
served honorably as commissioned officers of 
the Army of the United States at some time 
between April 6, 1917, and Novy. 11, 1918, 
shall be entitled to receive the pay of retired 
warrant officers of the Army; and retired en- 
listed men of the Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps heretofore or hereafter retired who served 
honorably as commissioned officers, regular, 
temporary or reserve, in the naval service at 
some time between the aforesaid dates, and 
who at the time of their retirement were mem- 
bers of the Regular Navy or Marine Corps, 
shall be entitled to receive the pay of retired 
warrant officers of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
respectively: Provided, That such enlisted man 
retired prior to July 1, 1922, shall be entitled 
to receive the pay provided by law for retired 
warrant officers of equal length of service re- 
tired prior to that date, and that any such 
enlisted man retired subsequent to June 30, 
1922, shall be entitled to receive the pay pro- 
vided by law for retired warrant officers of 
equal length of service period subsequent to 
that date: Provided further, That nothing in 
this act shall operate to prevent any person 
from receiving the pay and allowances of his 
grade, rank, or rating on the retired list when 
such pay and allowances exceed the pay to 
which he would be entitled under this act by 
virtue of his commissioned service. 

(12) Sec. 9. Payments of commutation for 
the additional ration provided for certain non- 
commissioned officers by the act of May 18, 
1920, and the act of June 4, 1920, made after 
July 1, 1922, to non-commissioned officers of 
the National Guard receiving pay under the 
provisions of Secs.
